3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The technical features of the claimed emitter tube, 
such as the resiliently flexible construction having a base inlet end and the free outlet end, 
wherein the outlet end section has greater flexibility than the base end such that when the liquid 
flows therethrough, hydraulic forces cause the outlet end to move continuously, as recited in 
claim 14, are common to the multiple species recited, and represent a broadly claimed known 
emitter tube that does not define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered 
as a whole, makes over the prior art. Consequently, the above species are deemed to lack unity.
